Chicken Salad in Mold of Aspic Jelly. 


First line the mold with aspic jelly 


and allow it to cool sufficiently to he- 
gin to harden. The remainder of the 
jelly should not be kept hot. merely 
keep from forming. Put in the salad 
and cover with jelly, then stand it 
away to cool 
and 
form; 
the jelly, 


which Is added last can he quite cool, 
for it Is not necessary to keep It In an 
actually liquid condition. 
The may- 


onnaise will not curdle; if the jelly 
were too hot it mlffht separate, but 
there is no necessity for this. 


Frozen Peaches. 


Pare one pound of poaches, cut into 


halves and drop immediately into cold 
water. Put two cupfula of supar inlo 
a saucepan over the fire with one cup 
ful of water; add six of tho peach 
kernels rtnd cook until the synip spins 
a delicate thread. Drain the fruit from 
the water, cut Into small pieces as soon 
as the syrup is ready, strain it ovor 
the peaches. Cool; color delicately and 
freeze. 
The flavor of the fruit is so 


delicate that freez'nar a.lraost destroys 
It. 
When 
preserved 
or 
canned 


peaches are used. It IB not necessary 
tn mnkn such a heavy syrup, as the 
body, especially In preserved peaches. 
Is already there. Frozen ponchos and 
cream can he mndo by the addition of 
one pint of whipped cream nddPd 10 
the recipe before the freezing Is fin- 
ished.

"Mrs. Van .Alstyne is 
not receiving today," and the caller 
departs with no feeling other than re- 
gret 
Under the same circumstances 


the maid may say, "Mrs. Van Alstyne 
Is engaged," but this Is not as good 
form as the former statement 


If such messages are to be delivered 


by a maid they must be told her be- 
fore she goes to the door In answer to 
the caller's bell or knock for admit- 
tance. 


For If the caller is admitted only ill- 


ness Justifies such a statement. . 


And to avoid 
any unpleasantnesi 


when the mistress Is going out of the 
house for the afternoon, she should 
never fall to acquaint the servant of 
her intention. For then she glx-es the 
Information as soon as the callers ar- 
rive and any feelihg Is impossible. 


A maid should 
also be told that 


when she has admitted a visitor she 
must return to the drawing room to 
announce to the caller that the hostess 
will be down In a few minutes. Other- 
wise the visitor has no way of know- 
ing that her card has been carried to 
its destination. 


It Is not good form for a. hostess to 


keep visitors waiting long before ap- 
pearing, and If she Is receiving she 
should be suitably dressed.

Walter Water- 
man, of Lakeside, will start tomorrow 
on a journey of 2,700 miles In order 
that the body may have Interment at 
the old home In Fogo. Newfoundland.' 
Since the funeral services the remain* 
have been In the receiving vault ut 
Llndenwood awaiting the opening of 
navigation to the north and the son 
will place the remains of his father, 
aboard the first vessel to make the trip 
this season. 
The older Waterman was a fish mer- 


chant at Fogo, and he came to the 
United States last year to consult spe- 
cialists at Boston. They told him'he 
was suffering 
from 
cancer 
of the 


stomach and was beyond human aid. 
At the solicitation of the son the fath- 
er came to this city oh a visit and his 
death occurred here in January. The 
journey to Newfoundland will be maJe 
by railway to TTew York and thence by 
steamer to Nova Scotia. Here anoth- 
er steamer will be taken for St. John's, 
Newfoundland. 
A system of railroad 


will then be used to Its terminal, and 
the final stage of the journey will be 
made by stage to the town of Fogo, In 
the northernmost part of the Island. 
Many weeks will be required for ths 
entire trip. 
The remains are encased In a her- 


metically sealed casket and wrapped 
In a winding sheet made by members 
of the family and isshloned after the 
custom prevailing in Newfoundland.
